TWIN FALLS - Dan Eckhart 
and David McCarter wanted to • 
make a statement about the 
drive-by shooting of their house 
on the 1200 block of Seventh 
AvenueEast last Wednesday. 

But they wanted to do It with o 
sense of humor. 

So with poster board and 
bright letters, the college stu- 
dents put up a sign Sunday night 
that said, “Help Stop House 
Poaching." 

“Wc were afraid we’d get up 
in the morning and ihere'd be 
holes in it." said Eckhart, 18. 

The students were not home 
at the time of Wednesday 
evening shooting where two bul- 
. let holes pierced the front of 
their rental house. Shots also hit 
a gas meter and a car. 

Thomas Trevino Jr., 18, was 
arrested Friday and charged 
with aggravated assault in con- 
nection with the shooting. Twin 
Falls police said. Trevino, who 
has a preliminary hearing 
Friday, told police he wanted to 
frightened a man he had argued 
with earlier that evening. 

The students were not 
involved in the incident, Twin 
Falls Police say.

Federal 
budget 
includes 
Idaho 
projects

WASHINGTON - Millions of 
dollars in the final spending bOl 
passed by the 105th Congruss aiv 
eannarked for several Idaho-spe- 
dfic projects. 

The legislation, Miich wrapped 
several spending bills into one 
behemoth, included $1,5 million ^ 
for the Sawtooth National 
Recreation Area to purchase and 
protect lands with scenic vistas 
from development, and $750,000 
for the Upper Snake-East Fork 
purchase from the Land and 
Water Conservation Fund. 

“This is a very important effort 
in Idaho and will help preserve 
the scenic value in the Sawrooths 
as well as protect private proper- 
ty ri^is," said Rep. Mike Crapo, 
R-Idaho Falls. 

Sen. Larry Craig, R-ldaho, 
echoed Crapo’s enthusiasm. 

“Acquisition of lands within 
the SNRA will allow the scenic 
beauty of the area to be pre- 
served while compensating pri- 
vate landowners for their loss of 
property,” Craig said. 

One measure that did not 
make the final cut was the 
revamped Endangered Spedcs 
Act. Sen. Dirk Kemplhome, R- 
Idaho, shepherded the legislation 
ihrou^ its early stages, only to 
see it dropped towards the end of 
the le^sl^vc session. 

*S^ Kemplhome moved this 
issue farther chan anybody has in 
ten years,” said Kempthome's 
spokesman Mark Snider, adding 
that he was pleased with the 
p p<gr,» « the bill did make. “But 
ultimately it was a case of folks 
from both extremes managing to 
d^y and divert attention from 
the real issue, which is species 
reform and protection for 
landowners, i.. Hoi^fully it will 
serve as the basis in future 
reforms." 

The spending bill also includ- 
ed; 

• A provision to limit cabin fee 
inaeases in the SNRA to 25 pei^ 
cent in 1999. 

• Language requiring a new 
plan for the Interior Columbia

As America chafed in second 
place, the Soviets mocked its 
efforts.

As trading stopped the Dow 


Jones industrial average was up 
41JJ0 at 8,493.49. When trading 
resumed the Dow continued its 
advance, hut then gave up 
ground.

It is the first time in recent

To tho extent that banks are 
not living up to customers’ expec- 
tations for privacy, “pressure xsill 
continue to build for government 
action that could lead to restric- 
tions on your ability to use pre- 
' clous information resources,” 


Williams told 250 top-level con- 
sumer bankers gathered for the 
final day of a four-day confer- 
ence. 

- Privacy has emerged as a 
major issue (or banks and regida- 
tors as the wave of financial 
industry mergers ha.s been large- 
ly driven by companies’ ability to 
compile vast amounts of personal 
financial data and share them 
between newly merged opera- 
tions. 

For example, officials of the 
new financial services giant 
Citigroup, the combination of 
Citibank and Travelers insur- 
ance have every intention of 
sharing their banking customer 
information insurance opera- 
tions. 

In congressional hearings tms 
summer, legislators and regula- 
tors learned the case svith whidi 


information brokers and scam 
artists tvere able to pry loose per- 
sonal data from bank customer 
sen-ice jK-rsonnel. 

Congress passed Icgi.slaUon in 
this past session which criminal- 
izes “identity theft,” gives vic- 
tims the ability to seek restitu- 
tion and establishes in the 
Federal Trade Commisdon a cen- 
tral clearing house to receive 
complaints and assist victims. 
That bill is awaiting President 
Cliiiton'.s signature. 

Tlie Fair Credit Reporting Aa 
requires banks to inform their 
customers how their data is 
being used and tell them they 
may instruct their bank to not 
fiiare ilieir data witliin tlie com- 

But, Williams said, too many 
banks are not complying vs-iih the 
spirit or the letter of that law. 


Williams encouraged banks to 
adopt voluntary privacy guide- 
lines that have been suggested 
by her office and endorsed by 
banking groups like the 
Consumer Bankers Assodaoon. 

Further, site said, banks need 
to make sure their customer ser- 
vice personnel know about the 
guidelines and monitor their 
operations to make sure the 
guidelines arc followed. 

In addition, bank customers 
must be pven dear notice of how 
their banks intend to use their 
data and be informed they have 
the right to instruct their banks 
not to shore the data. 

Williams’ talk met with pobic 
applause from the bankers.

RUPERT - Two suspects were 
arraigned on drug trafficking charges 
Monday, one day after police say they 
found more than $38,000 worth of 
TTi^ thatnph^rnmin ^ In their COT CTUnk. 

James R. Martinez, 38, and Alleda J. 
H^en, 39, face charges of trafficldng in 
methamphecomine and failure to affix a 
drug tax stamp. They ore being held on 
$100,000 bond while awaiting preiiminaiy 
hearings, which will be held within two 
weeks to determine if enough evidence 
exists to send the cose to District Court for 
trial 

The two were arrested Sunday after 
Idaho State Police Cpl. Jarod Sweesy 
found them stopped on Interstate 84 near 
Heybum. Their car had broken down, so 
Sweesy pushed the car to a service station 
off the highway, according to a police 
statement. 

After noticing suspicious behavior and 
hear^ conflicting stories from Martinez, 
HoUien and another passenger, Sweely 
asked if he could search the car. Mordnez 
consented. 

A police dog search led to the mmk, 
where police discoveTed about 20 bags of 
meth with a total street value of $38,200. 
the statement said. Martinez and Hoilien 
were arrested, and the other adult passen- 
ger was freed. 

A 7-year-oId girl in the car was token 
into the custody of the Department of 
Health and Welfare. 

Martinez originally told police be was 
driving from Great ^d, Kan., to Nampa 
to see a relative^ but once the drugs were 
di scov e r ed, be said be and the others were 
going from Boise to Kansas. Martinez raid 
police that methamphetamine being sold 
in Kansas vras killing people, and he want- 
ed to sell a quality product, the statement 
said.

Kempthome answers bombing range 
questions during Magic Valley visit

TWIN FALLS - In the quiet, 
darkened halls of Congress on 
a late night not long Sot 
Dirk Kempthome tagg^ an 
llth^iour amendment giving a 
long-time Republican donator 
a ^ return while offering up 
for destruction thousands of 
acres of pristine wilderness. 

At least that’s what some 
Idahoans seem to think, 
Kempthome told a group of 
around 70 supporters at the 
Twin Falls Republican 
Women's luncheon Monday. 

If that's really the case, 
Kempthome said, and the 


purely political payback 
cleared Congress and a 
Democratic administration, “I 
must be pretty good.” 

In reality, he said, that’s not 
how It happened. The wording 
in his legislation come from 
Interior Secretary Bruce 
Babbitt and the Air Force, and 
the Army Corps of Engineers 
determined the amount the 
displaced ranchers were to 
reedve. 

If there’s a groundswell 
from Idaho voters that threat- 
ens Kemptfaome’s seemingly 
indestructible campaign, it 
stems from the training range 
expantion that the Air Force 
has said it doesn’t need. The 


questions and concerns mani- 
fest in letters to the editor and 
come up in coffee-shop conver- 
sations. 

Keropthome’s Democratic 


opponent Robert Huntley 
called the expansion a “pork- 
barrel boondoggle" in April 


and has questioned Kemp- 
thorae's role in the compen- 
satory payment since. 

“A governor needs to serve 
all the people of Idaho and 
take a Icadc^p role on feder- 
al issues, not just the ones chat 
help out special-interest con- 
tributors," Huntley sold in a 
release recently. 

Kempthome volunteered 
the topic at the GOP women’s 


meeting Monday, but many 
there indicated they wanted 
him to talk about it - many 
more than admitted to watch-

But despite concern, even 
among conservatives, about 
the Mountain Home project, 
Kempthome stands by his sup- 
port.

TWIN FALLS - Interested in astrono- 
my? Can’t wait to buy a telescope? 

Don’t rush into a purchase without 
being properly informed. 

Magic Valley Astrotnomical Sodety sec- 
retary/treasurer, Jay Sneddon, said peo- 
ple often ask if they should just go to a 
depanment sore and buy ot)c. 

"The answer is' ‘no’," he said. “You 
need to have some kind of awarune&s of 
>duit kind of telescope to buy," 

Sneddon said one should aroid uny tele- 
scope advertised os having lilgli magnifi- 
cation. Aperture is the important thing - 
how big the telescope is and the liglu- 
gathcring ability, not its magnificatjoa 

' The more you magnify something, the 
fainter it is. He said there arc many 
objects you can’t even see unless you 
lower the magnification, and you have 
good optics. 

“We find that many department store 
telescopes have very poor optics and 
many people arc very dissatisfied with 
them," Sneddon said. “They can’t see 
through them, and objects ore v'ery diffi- 
cult to find.” 

He said dub members Mill help people 
dtoosc their telescopes. They offer oppor- 
tunities to look over the ones they have, 
and allow every opportunity to use and 
play around with the^ 

The Herrett Center store has a nice line 
of telescopes for sale. Sneddon said one of 
their better ones comes fully equipped, at 
a reasonable price. 

It not only works well for looking at 
planets, but also for galaxies, which arc 
fainter and usually more difficult to see. 

“These telescopes they sell are big 
enough they can gather enough light that 
you can even sec some of those faint 
galaxies, and still be able to get good 
looks at the planets and the moon," he 
said. “And the objects are wonderful”

But paradoxicalJy, the associa- 
tion's studies show that detected 
infection rates are continuing to 
rise, and the people who amuse 
themselves by creating new 
viruses still arc-very much at it. 

A March survey of 300 North 
American organizations that 
operate more than half a million 
computers found that 31.4 virus 
encounters per 1.000 computers 
had occurred in the month before 
the surs-ey. The corre-sponding 
figure for 1997 was 28; for 1996 it 
wM 14.4. 

Part of the rise may be bener 
reporting, virus experts said. 
Despite their fearsome reputa- 
tions — some can wipe out every- 
thing on a pcnotial computer — 
many viruses do no noticeable 
harm.

"What's the first sign that indi- 
cates you’re not in top form?"

West's club to wins the first 
trick, and South ruffs Cast's club 
jack at trick two. South leads his. 
trump queen to East's king, and 
Cost cashes his trump ace before 
exiting v-rth his elub king. South 
ruffs the club king and must go 
right in diamonds. Which way 
should he finesse? 

The impulsive reaction is to 
cash dummy's diamond ace and 
finesse against Cast. He is the 
one who promised 15-18 HCP. Un- 
fortunately, the rmessc loses to 
West's doubicton queen, and the 
game goes one doivn. 

The u-inning play is to finesse 
against West! Why? South knows 
East ivos deoil the A-K of trumps 
and the A-K-J of dubs — IS HCP. 
South also knows East must hold 
a heart honor. Otherwise, holding 
both heart honors. West would 
surely hare led the hcaiOdng. U 
doesn't matter whether East 
holds the heart king, or holds the 
queen. With either one. he cannot 
also hold the diamond queen and 
remain below his promi^ maxi- 
mum of 16 HCP. 

Some claim that picking up 
queens is an art; others say it's 
just hard work.
